WHY DEPRESSIONS? 


Without committing itself, the Domuin- 
jon Government agreed to consider the 
proposal to create a national council « f so- 
cial and economic research, whose busi- 


ness would be to investigate such pr 
lems as unemployment, the slump in com 
modity prices, and the stalling of the ma- 
chinery cf distribution. 

The propriety and the need of having 
such an inquiry made by competent inves- 
tigators is plain. The depression has sure- 
ty lasted long enough, and been serious 
enough in its results, to warrant and re- 
quire an effort to find out why it car 
about and how future calamitics of the 
kind can be either avoided or moditied. Un- 
less we are to a@opt a fatalistic attitude 
and simply take what good or bad “for- 
tune” may come along, with no effort at 
self-help or self-protection, the starting 
of an inquiry along the suggested lines is 
past due.

What is needed is a group of men 
who do not know, and do not claim to 
know, but are willing to find out. 


WHY BYLAWS FAIL 

So the merchants of the city are to be 
blamed for the new closing bylaw and the 
predicament in which the city council 
finds itself. If the merchants had played 
the game in the past, it is said, new regula- 
tions would not now have been necessary. 

As a variant, may it be suggested that 
if merchants had rigidly observed the 
closing regulations in the past there prob- 
ably wouldn’t be any regulations at all at 
the present juncture? Unless aldermen 
are deaf, dumb and blind they know that 
under any and all the innumerable closing 
edicts that have issued from the city hall 
the bootlegging of groceries has gone on, 
Wednesday afternoons, nights, Sundays 
and holidays, with the passive assent of 
the authorities and at the instigation of a 
very large section of the public. 

When plebiscites have been taken on 
this, that or the other closing proposal, 
people voted for closing knowing full well 
that the corner grocer would slip them the 
odd loaf of bread or tottle of milk when 
they needed it. The aldermen who gave 
their solemn approval to successive bylaws 
did so with the same knowledge in mind. 

The plain fact is the public are agree- 
able that the store-workers should have a 
half-day off per week, any half day that 
is satisfactory to them and their employ- 
ers. But when it comes to telling a tax- 
paying merchant that he must close up his 
place of business on a business day under 
orders of a city council, that is an entirely 
aiffcrent proposition. 

If council's closing bylaws have ‘been 
treated with more or less general disre- 
gard that is because the average individua! 
fails to recognize that a council has any 
moral right to pass such a bylaw. It is the 
man who asks for an article, not the mer- 
chant who sells it, who is primarily re- 
sponsible for a sale being made in prohi- 
bited hours. The closing bylaws have not 
had the backing of the buying public. That 
is why they have been a dead letter to a 
degree that led to the framing of the new 
bylaw. 


CANADA AND THE QUOTA 


The prospect that Dominion growers 
will be given a quota of Britain's wheat re- 
quirements is brightened. The British 
millers, it is reported, have been appeased 
by an arrangement that a quota is also to 
be given to growers in Great Britain, and 
that they will be also guaranteed as to 

ice. If this pleases the British millers 
it no doubt is equally pleasing to the Bri- 
tish farmers, and the support of both thes« 
powerful interests may now he on the sidk 
of the quota scheme. 

It is well that matters have taken this 
turn while parliament is in session at 
Ottawa. What quota the Dominions will 
get, or whether they get any, will depend 
upon the concessions they are prepared to 
make in the way of low tariff on British

Canada will depend largely on what vol- 
ume of British goods we are prepared to 
accept in paynaent for wheat. , 

These are points which it will be up to 
parliament to settle at the present session. 
The economic conference is to meet next 
summer, and our Government should enter 
it with a very clear understanding as to 
how far parliament wants the “Canada 
first’ policy modified in the interests of 
our wheat growers and wheat growing in- 
dustry. : 

The establishment of a Dominion quota 
does not mean that Canada will automati- 
cally sell more wheat in Britain than it 
now sells there. Australia also grows 
wheat for export in vast quantities, and 
the new Premier of that Dominion an- 
nounces that he is ready to give conces- 
sions to Britain in order to extend the 
market there for Australian products. 
Canada, in other words, will have to bid 
against Australia and the other Dominions 
for a share of the Dominion quota. How 
rnuch wheat we sell to Britain under the 
scheme will depend upon how much we buy 
from Britain. It will be the business of 
parliament to say how strong a bid we are 
to make for the British wheat market, by 
cutting down the tariff against British 
goods
